Russians Dying of Cold. 

Take this Express message, for example, which 
shows. that, despite he absence of fighting, the 
Russians are being assailed by the formidable 
allies, Hunger and Cold 

“Russia is being profoundly. moved by the 

stories of suffering uxdergone by troops on 
their way to the scene of war in the Far East. 
Harrowing reports react Berlin from Russian 
sources of what they have to endure. Hundreds 
of soldiers are said to have been frozen to death. 
Large numbers of young soldiers, many of them 
coming from comparatively mild districts of 
the Russian Empire, are insufficiently clad to 
meet the intense and unaccustomed cold. 
Heavy mortality among these ` js reported. 
The temperature throughout Siberia is now 
fifty degrees below treezing-point. . Troops are 
hérded in, bare goods vans, where they have 
absolutely no protection agaiust. the cold. 
Supplies have given out at mauy Far Eastern 
| depóts; and iu many. places where troops are 
E the men are literally. star 
The Lagliche Rundsehi publishes à dispatch 
stating that numbers of Russian soldiers have 
been frozeii to death near Lake Baikal. Parse TR. AS 
others have sustained ries from frustehite. 
The seriousness of the situation is intensified 
by the frequent stoppages of the trains, due to 
the disorganisation «and congestion of traffic, 
and also to the operations of the active and 
hostile Chunchuses (Chinese bandits): 

„No provision whatever was made by the 
Government against thése conditions of intense 
cold, which could ens sily have been foreseen. 
So serious ie the situation that public: help has 
had to be requisitioned. Private persons are 
tendering money, furs, provisions, ‘and medical 
and hospital supplies. "Four hundred Russan 
doctors have volunteered their serviees, nnd'are 
now on their way out. The injuries to the rail- 
way will add more and more to the sufferings of 
the troops and ‘to the embarrassinent of Russia, 
It is felt that the adequate defence of the railway 
along its whole ‘length is impossible, Many of 
the guards are merely ex-convicts.”’ 


Firing on Neutral Steamers. 
There has been some firing on neutral vessels, 
as tho following Mai“ message explains 
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disposal. Chiu-lien-cheng lies in a plain, where 
the Russians would have had an important 
advantage in their great superiority of cavalry, 
had the Japanese succeeded in crossing. As it 
is, the Russians apparently intend to advance to 
Phyong- yang, which lies almost exactly Half- 
way, between Wiju and Seoul. Phyong-yang, 
whieh was the scene of the first great "battle 
between the Chinese and Japanese in the last 
war is & large and flourishing town on the 
Tadong River, with a population of about 60,000 
people.

Accident to a Military Train.—A ial train 
which was conveying 150 men of the N. umberland 
Fusiliers to Southampton met with a serious accident at 
Gomshall Station, near Dorking. When travelling at forty 
miles an hour the engine left the rails, carrying with it a 
goods yan and two carriages. After runni bout thirty 
yards the engine eroseed to the opposite rail and turned 
completely over. The first coach, which was full of pas- 
sengers, smashed through an empty guard's van, and, 
mounting the platform, came to a standstill on the edge of 
a steep bank. The next earriawe took a more direct course 
The driver stuck to his post until the last moment, only 
making an effort to save himself when the engine turned 
over. He was found some yurds away terribly injured. 
The stoker was thrown fome distance down the bank in 
the opposite direction, and was found to be badly scakied. 
Some of the soldiers in the-first carriage were thrown 
completely through the windows and down the embank- 
ment. Several eustained fractured limbs, and with-the 
driver and fireman were conveyed to tie County Hospital 
at Guildford. The uninjared soldiers went on by another 
train to Southampten, where they were due to embark for 
Mauritius. 


A Matchgirl's Engagement.--Before Mr. Justice

Before purchasing seed the grower should make up his 
mind what market he intends to grow for. If he has light 
land and a sheltered position, it may pay him to go in for 
early culture, in which case his seed should have been 
nicely covered with dark sprouts. Sorts that will suit this 
early culture are May Queen, Ringleader, Myntt's Ashleaf, 
| Sharp's Victor, Early York, Harbinger and Early Border, 

and Sir John Llewellyn. These may be cleired at a 

good profit if well grown, and, the land be laid down 
| to a erop of broccoli.. For a crop to be lifted when 
large. enough and for marketing on to Christmas may be 
planted Early Rose, Beauty of Hebron in pink and white, 
White Elephant, Early Puritan, Snowdrop, ete.. and for 
maincrop, Evergood, British Qu , Cramond Blossom, 
King Edward VIL, Goodfellow, Empress Queen, Up-to- 
Date, and Muincrop.
